Mahone’s Speech. | 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—Mr. Mahone’s 
speech was the feature of the day, but noth- 
ing| like nor as sensational as his 
first. The Senate was crowded, 
all expecting a sharp war of words, 
but the Democrats did not interrupt, it ap- 
parentiy being understood among them to 
let him alone. About 2:30 p. m. Mahone 


thoroughly warmed up and frequently left 
the manuscript to speak extemporaneously. 
He defended Reddleberger and 
said he was made of sterfier stuff than the 
Democrats think. Mahone attacked Senator 
Johnson pretty severely, saying Johnson was 
elected to the Senate because he had 
no record and could again be elected on the 
same ground as he had done nothing. ‘To- 
wards 3 o’clock the attention at first paid’ Ma- 
hone became distracted, and the 
conversation on the floor and in 
the ralleries aused confusion. 
Senator Mahone’s speech has apparently had 
the effect of strenatbentan the determination 
of the Democrats in the fight. They con- 
sider it aninsult on the entire Democracy 
and specially on the South, and = say 
they will never yield and allow the election of 
Mahone’s friend &Addleberger. The feeling 
has grown ‘bitter now that even 
if tiddleberger should be with- 
drawn, it is doubtful if the Dem- 
ocrats would ceaee filibustering. Voorhees, 
Brown and other Democratic Senators at- 
tacked by Mahone willreply. Voorhees has 
been collecting Mahone’s past history and 
will make, it is said, a severe speech.

Suppressing Depositions. 

An important decision was rendered to-day 
by Judge Treat inthe United States Circuit 
Court in the suit of R. S. Egbert et al. vs. 
Citizens’ Insurance Company, of Missouri, 
overruling the motion to suppress deposi- 


tions. The plaintiffs were copartners — 
business in San Francisco, an 

the Missouri corporation had an established 
agency there. Its agents drew a bill of 
exchange on the company, July 12, 1877, for 
$2,500, on account of a loss sustained under a 
policy. The bill went to protest and subse- 
quent payments were made to the amount of 
$1,700. Suit was instituted in the State Court 
for the balance due. It was removed to the 
United Stxtes Court Jaguarv, 1880. The 
plaintiffs gave notice to take depositions which 
were tiled subsequently. The Court finds 
that the depositions were taken pursuant 
to .section 63, United States revised 
statutes, and it was held that they were 
taken in due econformify with the statutes, as 
appeared from the record, notice and certifi- 
cates, A party may applv for adedimus and 
cuuse testimony orally to be taken if the ded- 
imus so states, full notice being given to the 
opposite party or his attorney to appear and 
cross examine, or.to take testimony by 
interrogatories or  cross-interrogatories, 
tiled and settled by the Court. The motion to 
suppress is overruled. 


Question of Jurisdiction. 
Judge McCruary,in the United States Court,

simit of Chas. B. Eaton vs. St. Louis Shak- 
speare Mining and Smelting Company .et al. 
A motion was filed to dismiss the case for 
wunt of jurisdiction on the ground that the 
corporation was neither a citizen of nor 
found in the district within ~§ the 
meaning of the act of Congress defining the 
jurisdiction of the Circuit Courts of the 
United states. Judge MeCrary says: ‘We 
recognize the fact that laws should be made 
authorizing suits aguinst corporations when- 
ever they may be found doing business, but it 
must also. be conceded. that it is 
the duty of _ the Legislature «and 
not that of the Courts to 
make such Jaws. Ifthe statute of Missouri 
ausit now stands does not suthorize such 
suits to be brought in the Courts of the State, 
we are not disposed to assert the jurisdic- 
tion of this Court. Until the Supreme Court 
of the State shall have passed upon the ques- 
tion the complainant may have hiscase con- 
tinued: otherwise the motion to dismiss will 
be sustained. ”’

WATER SUPERINTENDENTS. 


Initial Meeting for the Organization of 
a National Society in St. Louis. 


A movement is on foot for the organization 
ofa National Association of Water Works Su- 
perintendents. The initial meeting will be 
held in this city to-merrow, in one of the lec- 


ture rooms of the Washington Universi- 
tv, cornér of Seventeenth street ‘and 
Washington’ avenue, commencing at 
10 o'clock. ‘There is at present no associa- 
tion ofthis kind in the United States, and it 
is not certain that one will now be formed.

The response was favora- 
lle, and thereupon Mr. Stripes, with the con- 
currenee of anumber of gentlemen promin- 
fntas water works engineers, issued the call 
lor the . present meeting, when the 
‘Subject of a permanent organization 
Will be discussed, and, if the attendance is 
large enough to warrantit,a plan for that 
purpose will be submitted. There are about 
#0 Water works superintendents in the 
United States, embracing some ofthe best 
professional talent of the coun- 
Wee: it: 3s thought by holding 
‘nnual meetings and by the interchange 
of ideas, and by the exhibition of various ap- 
paratus and devices, a great deal of benetit to 
‘he members maybe derived. The present 
ineeting will determine Whether the effort 
‘an be made successful or not. Mr. Stripes 
has not yet arrivedin the city, but he is 
expected this evening. Prof. C. A. Smith, of 
Washington University, stated to a reporter

INSPECTION OF BOOKS. 


Courts Have No Right to Grant a Gen- 
eral Order. 

Judge Thayer this morning rendered an 
lmportant decision in the case of Herman et 
al. v8. Wacker, involving an application for 
an order of court to examine and take copies 
of the defendants’ books. In this case the 
defendants had been sued by the plaintiffs 
under a writ of attachment on the ground 
that the debt was fraudulently 
contracted, The Coyrt .thinks that 
proceedings which: look to the invasion 
of the private writings and books of a party 
should be kept striagly within tne letter of 
the law.

to the plaintiff such warrant might pee 
As the present application contemplates a 
general examination and inspection of 
the defendant’s books, to be conducted 
privately by the plaintiff the application 
is overruled and _ the orderdenied. If a 
party litigant desires to compel the produc- 
tion of of books and papers of his opponent, 
he should proceed under sections 3,644 and 
5,604 under which the examination is had 
in the presence of the Court, andit is lim- 
ited only to such matters, as are considered 
relevant.

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"CHANGE GOSSIP. 


John A. Warner, agent of the Great West- 
ern Dispatch Line, was on ’Change to-day,af- 
ter six weeks of severe illness. 

The flour men on’Change have already 
commenced talking np their annual excur- 
sion, when they for one day bid adieu to busi- 
ness cares and withtheir families and friends 
spend a happy time ontheriver and in the 
woods. These annual excursions have be- 
come one of the events of the season, and the 
flour men have determined that the one this 
year will surpass all the preceding for pure 
enjoyment.

‘opposite Dubuque.” ,

It 
is pretty safe to assert that the largely in- 
ercased acreage of the’ present crop will more 
than offset any damage there may be.

Succinct Synopsis of the Measures of the 
Session Closed To-Day. 


The Legislature of Missouri, which con- 
vened on January 5,by a concurrent resolu- 
tion dissolved to-day. This body has not been 
remarkable for the quality of its work, though 
nothing can be said to the prejudice of these 
statesmen in* regard to the quantity 
of it. It has succeeded in 
passing some enactments of value to the peo- 
ple, and some others whose benefits are not 
conspicuous. 

The measures of most general interest and 
of the greatest lowal importance are givenin 


full or briefly mentioned below: 


CHARITABLE INSURANCE. 

The Mott bill, making benevolent or chari- 
table associations also insurance companies, 
provides: 

SECTION 1. No benevolent or eharitabie 
association or society now incorporated or 


| that may hereafter be incorporated under the 


laws of this State, or of any other State or 
Territory of the United States, which shall 
issue anv certificate to or make any promise 
or agreement with its members, whereby any 
sum of money or benetit is to become due or 
pavable to its sick or disabled members, or on 
the decease of a member. solely from the pro- 
ceeds of assessment or dues collected from 
the members thereof, shall be deemed an in- 
surance company or subject to the general in- 
surance laws of this State. 

An act relative to the change of venue in St. 
Louis city, requiring the case to go to the 


Circuit Courts of the city before it can be.

Relating to the service of summons on for- 
eign companics. 

Relating to judgments wherethere are seve- 
ral defendants. 

Allowing railroad to build 
switches to coal mines. 

Providing for the selection of special pro- 
bate judges. 

Allowing Judges to take jail bonds outside 
of court-room and in vacation of court. 

Providing that Grand Jurors shall be chosen 
as other jurors. 

To prevent the refilling of barrels and pack- 
ages With petroleum, after once used for that 
purpose. 

Providing forthe correct weighing of min- 
erals. 

Allowing fer the assessment of real estate 
property by surveys and plots, the sameas 
real estate is assessed in St. Louis. 

Amending section 1,486, Rrevised St itutes, 
making ita felony todemand or receive il- 
leenl fees. 

Requiring the Auditor of the State to trans- 
fer any money in the State Treasury not 
necessary to defray the current expense to 
the credit of the sinking fund. 

Enabling insurance companies other than 
liie to reorganize and continue business un- 
der the present law. 

Imposing tines On persons ucting as agents 
of any Insurance company without certificate 
of insurance superintendent. Violation of 
the act isa misdemeanor punishable by 
fine or imprisonmeht in jail, or by both. 
Benevolent and charitable associations have 
the benefit of aclause excepting them from 
the provisions of the act. 

Allowing stenographer to be appointed by 
the St. Louis Criminal Court, the salary of 
the reporterto be tixed at $150 per month, 
pavable by the city. The emergency clause 
of ihe bill was agreed to. 

Makivg municipa ities liable for damage 
done by rioters. 

Making the State liable forthe board of 
prisoners in fetony cases. 

To regidate sale of medicines and poisons 
by druggists ard to provide fora State Board 
of Pharmacy. 

To provide forthe public printing and to 
elect a publie printer. 

To provide for the payment of the fees in 
the St. Lowis Court of Criminal Correction 
and to place that court under the provisions 
of the law governing costs in criminal cases. 

BOGUS BUTTER. 

In relation to the borus butter, as follows: 

SECTION 1. Whoever manufactures out of 
any oleaginous substanecs, or any compound 
of the same, other than produced from una- 
dulterated milk or cream from the same, any 
article designed to take the place of butter or 
cheese, produced from pure, unadulterated 
milk, or cream of the sume: or shall sell or 
offer for sale the same as an article of food 
shall, on conviction thereof, be contined in the 
county jail not exceeding one vear, or fined 
not exceeding $1,000, or both. 

NOTARIES. 

In relation to Notaries: 

SECTION Ll, The Governor shall appoint and 
commission, in all cities having a population 
of 100,000 inhabitants or more, one Notary 
Public only to every 5,000 inhabitants in said 
ciiies: providing, that Notaries, when receiv- 
ing thelr commissions as such, and before 
quiulifving for such, pay into the treasury of 
the State, tothe use of the common school 
fund, the sinn of $25 each: 

sec. 2. The Notaries Public so appointed 
and commissioned shall be men of goud moral 
character, and shatl possess all the qualifica- 
tions and exereise all the duties heretofore 
provided by law for Notaries Public, and 
shall vive bondinthe sum of $10,000; such 
bond to be given under the provisions of sec- 
tion 6, 463 of chapter 154 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of the State of Missouri. 

SEC. 3. The last national census preceding 
each appointment shall be taken as a basis 
upon Which to make said appointment of No- 
tarie® Public, and the Governor shall only ap- 
point and commission persons as Notaries 
Public when it shallappearto him that the 
numbers of Notaries Public in all cities having 
a population of 100,000 inhabitants is less than 
the number authorized to be appomted by 
this act. 

SEC. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent 
with this act are hereby repealed, and the of- 
fice of any Notary Pubhe in such city holding a 
commission bearing date priorto the passage 
of this act,and whose terin of office as such 
Notary Public has not expired at the time this 
act becomes a law, shall be abolished at the 
expiration of ten days after the taking effect 
of this act: and every person who shall act, or 
assume to act,as Notary Publie after his office 
shall be thus vacated, or after his term shall 
have expired, or without legal authority to 
act asa Notary Public, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 

THE LOTTERY BILL. 

The **Lottery Bill,’’ amending section 1,566 
of the statutes, provides: 

If any person shall make or establish, or 
aid of assist in making or establishing, any 
lottery, gift enterprise, policy or scheme of 
drawing in the nature of a lottery as a busi- 
hess or avoecation in this State, or shall adver- 
tise or make public, or caused to be adver- 
tised or made public by means of anv news- 
pupers, pamphlets, circulars or other written 
or printed notice thereof printed in this State, 
uny such lottery, gift enterprise, policy or 
scheme or drawing in the nature of a lottery, 
whetber the same is being or is to be conduct- 
ed, held or drawn within or without this 
State, shall be deemed guilty of a felony, and 
upon conviction shall be punished by impris- 
onment in the penitentiary for not less than

LAXDLORD AND TENANT. - ~ 

The “landlord and tenant” bill proriles: 

Sec. 3,098. Procedure to recover posses- 
sion; statement to contain what; summons to 
issue. —Whenever any rent has become due 
and pavable, and payment has been demand- 
ed by the landlord or his agent from the lessee 
or person occupying the premises, and pay- 
meut thereof has not been made, the landlord 
or his agent may file a statement, verified by 
affidavit, with any justice of the peace in the 
township in which the property is situated, 
or if the same shallbeina city having over 
one hundred thousand tauhabitants, then with ‘ 
a justice of the peace in the ward 

district in which the  prop- 
erty is situated, and in which such 
justice shall have been elected or appointed, 
setting forth the terms on, which the said 
property was rented, and the amount of rent 
actually due to such landlord; that the same 
has been demanded from the tenant, lessee or 
person occupying the premises, and that pay- 
ment has not been made, and particularly de- 
scribing the property rented or leased; and 
thereupon such justice shall issue a sum- 
mons, directed to such tenant or lessee, and 
to all persons occupyifg the premises, by 
name, requiring them to appear before him 
upon a day to be therein named, and show 
cause why possession of the prea should 
not be restored to the plaintiff; provided that 
all cases where the justice of the peacein 
any such district is interested in the result of 
the suit, the suit may be brought in any ad- 
joining district. 

GAMBLING HOUSES, 

The Johnson bill prohibiting renting houses 
for gambling purposes amends section 1,549 
ht. 8. to read as follows: 

SEC. 1,549. Houses used for gambling, ete. 
—Every person who shall permit any gam- 
ing-table, bank or device to be set up or used 
forthe purpose of gaming in any house, 
building, shed, booth, shelter, lot or other 
premises to him belonging or by him occupi- 
ed, or of which he hath, at the time, the pos- 
session or control, shall, on conviction, be ad- 
judged guilty of amisdemeanor and punished 
by imprisonment in the county jail or work- 
house for not more than one year uor less 
than thirty days. 

TIE FILING OF ABSTRACTS, 

The bill in relation to the tiling of abstracts 
provides: 

SECTION |. No judgment hereafter rendered 
by any court in a city having over 100,000 in- 
habitants shall be a lien on real estate Situate 
in such city until an abstract of said judgment 
shall be entered ina book, to be kept by the 
Circuit Court having jurisdiction of civil 
causes Within such citv, and which shall state 
in ruled columns—t rst the names of the par- 
ties; second, the dute; third, the nature of 
the judgment or decree: fourth, the amount 
of the debt, damages and odosts: fifth, the 
book and page in which it is cutered; sixth, 
the satisfaction or other disposition thereof, 
with the necessary space for notes thereon. 
The liens of all judgments entered in said 
book as herein provided for shall have prior- 
ity according to the period oftheir respective 
entries in said book, such period being deem- 
ed the period of time within which the ab- 
stract thereof should be furnished to the clerk 
of such Circuit Court under the provisions of } 
this ct, . 

Src. 2%. Tt shall be tle duty of each of the 
clerks of all courts of record in such city, 

Within five days after the rendition of any 
final judgmentin their respective courts, to 
fturmshed an uabstract] thereofaus provided 
above to the clerk of said cireuit court, who 
shallimmediately upon the #ame dav enter 
the same on the abstract as aforesaid, and 
said clerk shull enter the same whet the ab- 
stract of said judgment shall be furnished t® 
him by any party interested or his agent; and 
each of said clerks and their sureties shall be 
respectively liable for any damage oceasioned 
by any negiect to perform the duties hereby 
required of them respectively, and they shall 
each receive a fee of twenty-tive cents for each 
judgment for his services in relation thereto, 
Which shall be taxed and collected as other 
costs in the case. 
OBSCENE LITERATURE. 

The act for the suppression of obscene lit- 
erature provides: 

SECTION 1. Whosoever sells, or offers for 
sale, or gives uway or exhibits or circulates 
With or without intention tosell or give away, 
any obscene, lewd] or indecent or lasciv.ous 
book, pamphlet, paper, drawing, lithograph- 
ing, engraving, picture, photograph, model, 
cast, instrument or article of indecent or im- 
moral use, or medicine for procuring abor- 
tion or preventing conception, or advertise 
the same for sale, or Writes or prints any let- 
ter, circular, hand-bill, card, book pampblet, 
advertisement, or notive of any kind giving 
information, directly or indirectly, when, 
where, how,or by what means any of the ar- 
ticles or things lh«reinbefore menmioned can 
be purchased or otherwise obtained or made, 
shall, onconviction thereof, be find not more 
thanfone thousand dollars nor less than. fifty 
dollars, or be imprisoned not more that -one 
vear in the county jail, or both; but nothing 
in this section can be construed so as to affeet 
teaching in regular medical colleges, or pub- 
lic standard medical book, or the practice of 
recular practitioners of medicine, or drug- 
“ists in their legitimate business. 

Sec. 2. Whoever deposits in any post-oftice 
Within this State, or places in charge of any 
person to be carried or conveved, any of the 
obscene, lewd, indecent or lascivious «articles 
or things named in section 1 of this act. or 
any circular, hand-bill, card, advertisement, 
hook, pamphlet, or notice of any kind, giving 
information directly or indirectly, when, how, 
where or by What means any of the articles or 
things mentioned in section | of this act can 
be purchased or obtained, or knowingly or 
willfully receives thesame to carry and con- 
vey, or knowingly carries or conveys the 
same in any manner, exceptin the United 
States mail, shall, upon conviction, be fined 
not more than one thousand dollars, nor less 
than fifty, or imprisonment not more than one 
vear in the county jail, or both. 

Sec. 3. All articles of raw material found in 
the possession of any person or persons in- 
tending to manufacture the same into articles 
or things described in the tirst section of this 
act, and also all tools, machinery, implements, 
instruments and personal property found in 
the place or building where the articles de- 
scribed in the first section of this act are 
louba or seized, and used or intended to. be 
used in the mantlacture of stich articles or 
things, may be seized and shall be forfeited: 
und ihe proceedings to ciuforce such forfeiture 
shall be in the nature of a proceeding in rein 
before the court of record of criminal juris<- 
diction having jurisdiction of the crime speci- 
lieclin the first section of this act, in the city 
or county Wherein the arrest or seizure Was 
made. , 

SEC. 4. If any person shallprint or publish, 
or cause to be printed or published, in any 
newspaper in this state, any advertisement of 
auy secret drug or nostrum purporting to be 
for the use of females, or if any druggist or 
other person shall sell or keep forsale, or 
shall give awayany such secret drug or nos- 
trum purporting to be for the use o®females, 
or if any person shall,by printing or writing, 
orin any other way, publisb an account or 
description ofany drug, medicine, instrument 
or apparatus for the puspene of preventing 
conception, producing abortion or miscarriage, 
shall, orby writing or printing,orany cireular, 
newspapher, pamphlet or book, orin any other 
way publish or circulate any obscene notice, 
or shall, within this State, keep for sale or 
gratuitous distribution any secret drug, nos- 
trum or medicine for the purpose of prevent- 
ing conception, procuring abortion or miscar- 
riage, such person or persons so Violating any 
of the provisions of this act, shall be deemed 
guilty ofa misdemeanor, and shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be fined inany sum not ex- 
ceeding 31,000, or be imprisoned in the county 
jvil not exceeding six months, or both at the 
discretion of the court: Provided, nothing in 
this act shall be construed to effert teaching 
in regularly chartered medieal colleges, or 
the publication of standard medical books. 

TIE GAMBLING LAW.

" QT. LOUIS PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION 

The St. Louis Provident Association was 
organized December 3, 1860, and incorporated 
March 17, 1863. The specified object of the as- 
seciation was to look after the welfare of the 

oor of St. Louis, not otherwise provided for 
y curches or other benevolent bodies, and 
to-provide them with suitable employment 
when possible and expedient. Its officers 
consist of a board of twenty directors: Messrs.

Orthwein, KR. M. Scruggs, Dwight Durkee, 
(harles W. Burston, Joseph W. Branch, 
John C. Fischer, John t.

George Bain, Robert Dougherty, F. B. Cham- 
berlin, dohn.'T. Davis, James M. Corbitt, G. 
Sessinghaus and:George A. Baker, of the 
President, Secretary -and ex-Officio mem- 
bers of this Board, Mr. George Partridge is 
President; John R. Lionberger, Vice-Presi- 
dent; James E. Yeatman, Treasurer: George 
H. Morgan Secretary, and Rev. Fred Lack, 
Superintendent. ‘he executive committee 
is composed of Messrs. George 8.

» ST. VINCENT DE PAUL SOCIETY. 


The oldest charitable organization in exis- 
tence inthis cityisthe St. Vincent de Paul 
Conference. In 1833 the society was organ- 
ized by eight young men in Paris, France. 
It spread rapidly and a council was formed 
in New York and a branch in St. Louis. 
The members in this city soon increased and 
the extéent.of the conference became so large 
that it was found necessary to form a council 
here. Sothat the Future Great is now one of 
those cities inthe Union where the upper 
councils of the order exist. The report u 
of the:pust:winter’s -work has not yet been made 
but the total amount expended so far is over, 
$14,000. The following 7 obtained from 
members of the Upper Council will give a 
good idea of the amount of work accom- 
plished: 

St. Vincent’s Parish Conference 
numbers forty-eight members with twelve 
families of an average ef four persons on the 
Jists. Distributions, $325. 

“t. Bridget’s has sixty-five members; 850 
reliefs granted; forty-four families on relief 
Jists, including U6 children. Total expenses 
of reliefs, burials, clothing, fodd, etc., $800 
per annum. 

St. Vincent’s (German conference), forty 
members, fifteen visiting members, 320 re- 
lief granted, $360 expended. 

St. Mary’s Parish numbers 50 members, 
nearly all of whom are ‘visiting members; 
their expenses for relieving the poor, $180. 

St. Francis Xavier’s, 25 members; 40 fami- 
lies relieved, including 120 persons. Total 
expenditures, $1,200. 

St. Nicholas’ Conference, 35 members; 10 
members visiting the poor. Thirty-tive poor 
children attending school for which the con- 
ference pays tuition. Expenses for proyis- 
sions, *225. 

St. Michael’s Parsih Conference has a mem- 
bership of 20, with 22 poor families, includ- 
ing 40 children on the relief lists. ; 

The Annunciation has a membership of 30, 
with 11 families of pensioners, nearly all of 
whom have been assisted almost weekly. The 
expenses of this conference are about 4250. 

St. Joseph’s Parish is the largest in the city, 
having 100 members. In this district 480 re- 
liefs have been granted of an average of 9 
families a week. Their expenses for medi- 
«ine, provisions, clothing and traveling ex- 
penses amount to.over $650, 

St. Liborius’ Parish Conference has 40 mem- 
bers; granted over 450 reliefs, sending 6 chil- 
dren to school. 

St. John Nepomuk’s Conference has sixty- 
two members. The children are educated at 
the expense of the conference. The confer- 
ence each winter grants relief to nearly 400 
persons, and their expenses are $350. 

Saints Peter and Paul’s Society has 51 
members; granted nearly 900 reliefs and ex- 
as uring the winter over $1,000. 

St. Theresa’s during the winter has had a 
membership of 47. Several were dropped 
from the ro}jl for non-attendance. This par- 
ish during the winter has given out 500 bush- 
els of coal and 25 sacks of flour, besides meal 
clothing, etc. Its expenses have exceeded

The parish of the Holy Trinity has a branch

winter the society expended $100 independ- 
ent of that paid for the education of the poor 
children of the parish. 

Sts. Mary’s and Joseph’s branch of Caronde- 
let has twelve members who have been ex- 
ceptionally active and performed wonders in 
the work of relief in South St. Louis. The 
have half a hundred families to take care of, 
but by judicious and careful management they 
succeeded in doing the work with about $329 
during such long winters as the past. 

St. Elizabeth’s, the colored parish, has 
twenty members, and during the winter ex- 
pended neariy $200 in assisting the poor of the 
parish. 

St. Lawrence ©’Toole’s Conference at the 
last general meeting made no report. They 
have a membership of about twenty-five, and 
the discharge of the duties of these members 
in this large parish bas proven an extensive 
work. ‘ 

All the abeve-named conferences are under 
the direction of the Upper Council of the so- 
ciety of St. Vincent de Paul, of St. Louis. 
This is composed of the following gentlemen: 
Jos. O'Neil, R. T. Barry, John Ring, Jobn 
Amand, M. H. Phelan and John Barry. The 
officcrs are as follows: Louis Fusz, 
president: John Armand, vice-president; J. 
<. Barry, second vice-president; R. F. Barry 
treasurer. The office of secretary was fille 
by Mr. John Ring, who has resigned. Its 
erganization is much similar to that of the 
Provident Association. The city is divided 
into districts for which collectors are appoint- 
ed. The real work of relieving the distress- 
ed is done by the members of the various 
conferences. No distinction whatever is 
made among the distressed, and in addition 
to the corporal aid the members are under 
instructions to assist the pone in attending to 
their spiritual welfare as far as possible, and 
in consistenee with the laws of the orcaniza- 
tion which prohibits all direct interference 
with religieus beliefs. The upper council has 
full charge of al! matters and the management 
of all fund-, so that the surplus in one con- 


| ference is taken tosupply the deficit in an- 


other. Inthis way the confcrence is ever 
ready to furnish the necessaries of life, or 
medical attendance, if required. It co-operates 
with the Provident Association, and so the 
two stand the bulk of the work of aiding the 
worthy distressed. 

HEBREW RELIEF ASSOCIATION, 

The United Hebrew Relief Association 4s 
one of the largest sectarian aid societies in 
the city, and does much toward assisting the 
general associations and the pelice, upon 
whom devolve the responsibility of seeing af- 
ter the support of the poor of the eity irre- 
spective of condition or belief. The asssocia- 
tion has two hundred and twenty contribut- 
ing members whose subseriptions vary from 
two to ftiftv dollars. The list includes the 
names ofall the well-known Hebrew business 
men inthe city. Thesociety gives more thor- 
ough relief than the police, St. Vincent or the 
Provident Association, as it is 
not called upon to help so many. 
Its own medical staff is composed of the fol- 
lowing Well-known physicians: Dr. Bernard 
Bloch, Dr. F. Kolbenhever, Dr. H. Tu- 
holske, Dr. Moritz Bloch, Dr. Wash E, Fis- 
chel and Dr. J. Friedman. ‘The officers are 
as follows: B. Hysinger, President; L. M. 
Hellman, Vice-President; A. Binswaager, 
Secretary, and William Goldstein, Treasurer. 
These with the following named gentlemen 
compose the directory of the association: 
Albert Fischer, Moses Strauss, Leo Levis, 
Rey. Dr. M. Spitz, D. Kohn, R. Weil, B. Sing- 
er, J. B. Greensfelder and Joseph Wolfert. 
Mr. L. Wolfner is Superintendent. By 
him the direct work of relief is done. 

‘During the past winter the association aid- 
ed about 33 families, +5 adults and 94 child- 
ren during November; 10 families, 60 adults 
and 9% children in December; 35 families, 50 
adults and % children in January; 30 famil- 
ies, 45 adults and 80 children during Febru- 
ary. In this work, exclusive of all other de- 
mands, the society expended over $800. ©The 
members have contributed generously, and 
the success of the association is beyond doubt.

A direct circuit is made with the 
standard clock atthe Morrison Observatory 
at Glasgow, an instrument which was pur- 
chased in London and is one of the very best 
in the country. At one minute before twelve 
au peculiarly made wheel with sixty cogs fif- 
teen of which have been removed, is slipped 
into position opening and closing the elec- 
tric circuit every second for forty-five sec- 
onds. When the wheel reaches the part where 
the cogs have beenremoved of course the 
circuit is closed,and during this interval the 
ring of the ball rope is_ slipped 
upon the trigger andthe other supports of 
the ball removed. Then whenthe 12 o’clock 
is reached the noon second is sent, pulling the 
trigger by an ingenious bit of mechanism and 
dropping the ball. The clock opens and 
closes the circuit automatically, thus leaving 
no time to be lost indifferent personal equa- 
tions: but when the ball drops thatis exactly 
the noon second. The arrangements as yet 
made are only temporary, but the whole ap- 
paratus will soon be comfortably under 
snelter, as*the Eugene Jaccard Jewelry Co. 
will spure no pains to make this great public 
convenience a thorough success. The gun at 
noon to-day was not fired, but hereafter the 
noon second which drops the ball will fire 
the gun simultaneously. Prof. Pritchett says 
that from the E. Jaccard’s Company’s ball 
the beats of the Morrison Observatory clock 
ean be distributed all over the city wherever 
they are wanted.
